of contentmentby his preſence. Contrarieto 
the Ottomans, who coulde not,nor. can endure 
the youngneſle of their Children , their very 
ſhadow gainesthem fo many other ſuſpicious 
ſhaddowes, andtheir preſence eres wr 
from all kinds of pleaſures. . - 

His Maieſtie hathalſo another Sonne,Duke

& without any ſtay, in the pronouncing it, O, 
denoteth the roundnes which he equally vſerh

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| rowards euery one, which, as itis round, equal 
| & exen, without any points, of cornersto car- 
| ry irout abroad: ſo it ſheweth, that Our King is 


perfedily round,fecing that his words and acti- 
ons do concord, and that botl, tro one & other 
he goes in full rotundity,plainneſſe and finceri- 
ty, ſpeaking euermore witha round mouth. As 


| |, doth alſo repreſent hislenity and mildneſle, 


| by a facile and very gracious prolation. 


And according to the Traditions of the Ca- 
baliſts, the Letter RE SH dothiinfer, that hee 
is King by ſucceſsion, and inſtructeth ys, thar 
xereditary kingdomesare much better inſtitu- 


ted, then thoſe which bee elected : where the 
combuſtions of ſuites and partialitics, do often 


enemies, with extreame afflition, and ruine of 
| the people (0) isas the eie, which he lendethro 
al, andouer all, in imitation whereof, the Egip- 
| tzans in their rieroyliphicks, did repreſent roy- 
alry by an Eye, placed vppon the top ofa Scep- 
ter. (I) wherof al the Hebrew Letters are com- 
| poſed, and which by the ſame means conſtitu- 
reth thenumber of ten, the perfection, reſting 
place,and accompliſhment of all other num- 


| times caufe them to turne their backes on their |

which might reſulc fro their divers Anagrams, 
Metathelis,and Renuerſements,-according to! 
the Tmurahand Sirupbs of the Hebrewes, Our 
King {as Philo faieth-in the life of Moyſes).isa 
Soule-like Lawe, and his Law is Our Iuſi-King, 
they arcſo bound by the girdle of the Graces, 
and ioyned together by Iuſtice.

Foralthough Cato was woont to ſay, that a 
King wasa raucnous Beaſt ; that hee liued not 
bot by his prey,and on Veniſon or wikle food;

not inſulting ypon his Neighbors or Strangers. 
Neuer did any man hearin him, that ouerbold

tle, isrobecalled King of Great Brittain,which
